DX NOTES.... 

The boys manning the radios as part of the latest DXpedition to Easter Island are doing a great job in 
terms of near real time gratification. The group will end operations on or about March 27, so it will be 
over by the time you read this. | worked them last Thursday evening, within an hour or so of their 
opening QSO. The contact was on 30 meters CW. It was near to bedtime and so | uploaded the 
QSO data to LoTW along with another dozen or so QSOs | had made earlier in the week. | was 
thinking at the time that | would be lucky to know if | was in their log within a few days, but hopefully | 
would know before they left the island. At breakfast time the next morning, | thought that it would be 
too soon to check their on line log so instead | logged onto LoTW to see if anything new had come 
into my account overnight. Needless to say, | about dropped my Fruit Loops when | saw that in my 
LoTW account was the confirmation for my 30M CW QSO! Yep, there it was, a confirmation with 
XROYG on 30M CW. There they are, on a remote south Pacific Island a thousand miles from the 
nearest inhabited land (and that ‘nearby’ land is the equally remote Pitcairn Island!) and they were 
able to confirm the contact within 10 hours. Fantastic. 


At the same time however, it sadly points out one very large factor contributing to the aging factor 
plaguing our hobby. With worldwide near instant texting, email, and low cost international telephone 
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service via your PC, the magic of distance is fast disappearing. In fact it may already be a relic of 
times past. | can remember the first time | saw ham radio in action. At the age of about 12, a friend’s 
father took the two of us to visit the shack of a local ham nearby in the city where | grew up. To show 
us what it was all about, the ham made a voice contact with another ham in Columbus, Ohio. | was 
hooked! All the way from Illinois to Ohio and it sounded like the other operator was right there in the 
room. Today that magic of distance is lost on our youth. Texting or emailing across the country or 
half way around the world is everyday common place. Besides, the youth of today aren’t used to 
hearing a voice on the other end anyway. The voice on the other end is only the endless beeps, 
tones and notes chosen to alert one to a new incoming text message. Actual voice dialog may be 
impossible anyway, who can actually speak the new language they use? If you try and read one of 
their text messages, nearly all the vowels are missing! You cannot pronounce the words. 


| find it very sad to think that those of us who have been ham’ing during most of our lives might be a 
disappearing breed. The need to propagate our clan into the future is a real challenge. The solution 
is not obvious. What is apparent though is the need to bring youth into our midst. Through whatever 
means, using whatever incentives or bait, we need to bring youth, new blood into the hobby. 


But I’ve strayed away from the subject at hand, DX. This month | would like to recommend to you the 
NG3K site at http://www.ng3k.com/index.html . Here, NG3K has collected literally several hundred 
links to internet sites where information relating to DX, contesting, QSO parties, logging programs, old 
prefixes, propagation tools, shortwave listening, DX managers, etc. Virtually any aspect of on air 
activities is covered and then some. One of the most important is the his calendar of upcoming 
DXpeditions and rare operating events. This listing is one of the best on the internet, allowing the 
user to keep up to date on future operations. 


DX NEWS.... 

9X, RWANDA - JR1IZM is QRV as 9X0ZM in Kigali and expects to stay there for a year. He is active 
in his free time on 40 to 10 meters using mainly PSK31 and JT65 with some CW and SSB. QSL via 
JO1CRA. 


A3, TONGA - SP5EAQ, will be active as ASZEAQ from Tongatapu Island (OC-049) until April 16th. 
Activity will be on 80-10 meters SSB only. QSL via SP5EAQ, direct or by the Bureau. 


E5, SOUTH COOK ISLANDS - ZL1AA0O, will once again be active as E51AAO from Rarotonga Island 
(OC-013) between May 3-17th. Activity will be holiday style, and he will be operational on SSB only, 
40-10 meters, using 100 watts to a dipole or 1/4 wave GP antennas. QSL via LoTW, eQSL and direct 
only, no Bureau cards. He will upload the log when he returns home. Tony, ZL2AGY, will once again 
be active as E51AGY from Rarotonga Island (OC-013) starting May 7th for about 24 days. He states, 
"This will be a CW only operation running my K3 barefoot, and may include some form of activity in 
the WPX CW Contest during the last weekend of May..... | hope to be reasonably active, but the food, 
the weather, the sea, the people, are all very pleasant in Raro, so | might have other things to occupy 
my time as well!" QSL via his home callsign, direct. 


FH, MAYOTTE ISLAND - DL7BC will be QRV as TO7BC or FH/DL7BC from until April 12. Activity will 
be on the HF bands using RTTY and PSK31. This includes being an entry in the upcoming CQ WW 
WPX SB contest. QSL to home call. 
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HBO, LIECHTENSTEIN - A group of Dutch radio amateurs will be operating from Liechtenstein 
between April 13-20th, as HBO/homecall. Activity will be on 160-10 meters using CW, SSB and 
PSK31. Operators mentioned are PAZHGJ, PA2ZHW, PA2RDK, PA3CNO, PA3DFR, PA3HK, PEOMGB 
and PE1FLO. QSL via PE1FLO. 


SOUTHEAST ASIAN TOUR - The "425 DX News" reports that Alan, GORCI, will be in Singapore (9V) 
and hopefully Malaysia (9M2) between April 1-12th. He plans to operate as 9V1/GORCI and 9M2/ 
GORCI "as much as the XYL allows". QSL via his home callsign direct. 

T2, TUVALU - Tim, NL8F, is now active as T2TT from Tuvalu until April 2nd. Activity will be mostly 
SSB. QSL via K8NA. 


T5, SOMALIA - TA1HZ will be QRV as TSTC in Mogadishu until April 4 while working ona 
humanitarian mission. QSL to home call. 


V6, MICRONESIA - JH3QFL and JH3AZC will be active as V6H and V6S, respectively, from the 
South Park Hotel in Pohnpei between April 29th and May Sth. Activity will be on 80-6 meters using 
CW, SSB, RTTY and JT65. QSL via their home callsign. 


XP, GREENLAND - Henning, OU2I/OZ1BIl, will once again be active as XP21 from Kangerlussuaq 
between May 23-27th. Activity will be CW only. He will also be in the CQWW WPX CW Contest (May 
25-26th) as a Single-Op/All-Band/ Low-Power entry. QSL via OZ1BIl. 


XW8, LAOS - 9M6DXxX, will be operating holiday style as XW8XZ from near Vientiane, Laos, between 
March 30th and April 3rd.
